itated ellorl to Inspire the people 
with needless fear, and cause them 
to keep their children out of school, 
except the fact that aeveral daya ago 
a little girl In one of the rooms be- 
came 111 ' and developed acarlet fe- 
ver. Her doctor Is quoted ia the 
same article thus: 

"Dr. Reddlck says that tbere la 
little danger of contagion from the 
diseaae in iu flrat stages and the lit- 
tle girl being at aehifal before the 
caae was fully developed would not 
have endangered the rest of the 
school to any great extent." 

Yet this one rase in one room is 
aeised uppn an a pretext for saying 
the whole school la "in(eeted."
